York Herald. 
Pictiu*66 constantly arg going

<and more on the road, for the number 
of galleries 
outside of 
New 
York 
where annual art exhibitions are held 
is increasing. 
They have sprung up 
In the North and South, the East and 
the West, from Maine to Nebrask a 
mnd as far south as 
New 
Orlewis. 
Some of them are as large and well 
equipped as New York ’s best; many 
of them are even better. 
Work s of 
a rt must be sent all over the country, 
and the handling and shipping of pic­ 
tures, statuary, ceramics, bric-a-brac 
aad the lik e hmi become a business of 
considerable magnitude. 
In 1861 there were two firms which 
attended to the pack ing and shipping 
of pictures. 
One, 
“Smiths,” 
who 
mow handle a large percentage of all 
the art exhibits that are sent to the 
various world’s fairs, besides collect 
Ing and shipping them out 
town 
a s well as to New York exhlbttims, 
was at that time doing a truck ing 
business which included all k inds of 
goods. 
A mere list of the places where ex­ 
hibitions can be held will mak e it 
clear how constantly, especially dur­ 
ing the winter months, pack ing and 
■hipping go on. Philadelphia has two 
galleiies, which hold eadi two exhi­ 
bitions annually. They are the Phila­ 
delphia Academy of Fine Arts and the 
A rt dub. 
Chicago has a very laige 
gallery and its Art institute. As many 
as two hundred pictures are shipped 
each time from New York alone. Buf­ 
falo has the beautiful Albright gallery, 
which Is one of the “leftovers” of the 
Pan-American exposition. 
Cincinnati has Its museum associa­ 
tion. 
Boston has two galleries, the 
Copley society and the St. Botdph. 
The Carnegie institute at Pittsburg 
has a very lai^e gallery. Pictures are 
sent annually to the Detroit museum, 
to the Nebrask a Art association and 
the Art club at Richmond, Va.

Danger! 
An electrical system of 
signaling h as been perfected in Not­ 
tingh am, England, 
wh ereby a 
gong 
sounds on th e engine and an immense 
bull’s eye in th e cab glares with green 
or red ligh t In th e driver’s face. Be­ 
yond th e spot wh ere at present th e 
distant signal is located on th e rail­ 
ways, th e invention proposes th at a 
central rail 100 yards long sh ould h e 
laid with a second and much larger 
central rail near th e present h ouse 
signal. 
Connected with th e signal 
box , th e pressure of a roller beneath

Long Island is to 
lose one of its 
few remaining landmarks by the sale 
of the old Douglas manor house at 
Douglaston, eleven miles from this 
city , on the north shore, say s the 
New York Herald. 
It has been sold 
by William P. Douglas for more than 
H million dollars to the Douglas Man­ 
or company , which has been incorpor­ 
ated under the laws of this state, and 
of which E. J . Rickert is president 
and Charles E. Finlay , president of the 
Aetna National bank, vice president. 
The purchase is made for investment 
purposes, and the land, 188 acres in 
area, will be divided into small lots. 
Scarcely a house in the vicinity of 
New York has so interesting a history 
as the Douglas homestead. 
It origi­ 
nally belonged to the Hicks estate, 
but was bought about one hundred 
y ears ago by Wy ant Van Zant, mem­ 
ber of an old Knickerbocker family , 
who used it for a amntry home and 
made it one of the finest on the north 
shore. Among other improvements he 
set out many trees on the grounds, 
some of which have since reached gi­ 
gantic size. 
The place came in 1854 
into the possession 
of the Douglas 
family , after which the village was 
named in recognition of the Douglas 
benefactions, which included the gift 
of the present railroad station. 
Afterward it was leased as a sum­ 
mer residence by Mr. and Mrs. Hugo 
Baring, of London, and the remainder 
of the y ear by Mr. and Mrs. B. S. 
Guinness.

Philippe, Louis Kossuth, the Duke of 
Sutherland, and Sir Thomas Llpton.
